a. LIMS 

1. The SDG has provided P&PS with a preliminary draft 
of the Detailed System Requirements Document (DSRD). It contains 
revised data flow diagrams, process definitions, data flow defi- 
nitions and a limited number of data elements. It is preliminary 
in the sense that it requires review and considerably more infor- 
mation must be added prior to completion. The SDG is continuing 
to gather requirement details, input them to the data dictionary 
and refine their content. 

2. GDP's Quality Assurance Division has provided P&PS 
with copies of their Quality Assurance Plan (QAP). The QAP is 
still in draft form but represents considerable progress over an 
earlier version. P&PS is to comment on its first five chapters 
by 11 March; succ eeding chapters will be delivered for review 
after that date.

Major Activities During the Past Week: 

A. Support to OL: 

ICS (Inventory Control System). On Thursday, February 17, 

SAB/OL, attended 

a mppt.ing Chaired bv T ~~~1 C/FSSB/SSD/ODP , to baseline the 

GAS Enhancements Schedule (move it from DRAFT to FINAL). In the 
schedule is the ICS to CONIF and CONIF to GAS interface tasks for 
which SAB is expending resources. The schedule was not baselined 
as the Chief of Accounts Division/OF was not satisfied with 
postponing the FRS trend reports and online retrieval menus and 
the ICS to GAS interface (to pass commitment data from Form 88 
transactions) until after the August implementation of the main 
enhancements. The review group will meet again next Fridav , 
February 25, to hopefully resolve these issues. (U) 

Work continues on the I C S/CON I F tasks which are essential to the 
Major Enhancements to the Agency's General Accounting System (GAS) 
effort. Software chan ges to t he ICS development data base, MRS1, 
will begin next week. I 1 ( U ) 

CONIF (Contract Information System). Several problems were 
encountered by the customer this month when attempting to move 
retired contracts to the off-line data base. The first problem 
occurred when attempting to establish disks for the move. The 
number of tracks used for each disk in the past is now 
unacceptable. The RETDISK JCL was modified, and the disks were 
established. Another problem occurred when attempting to load the 
data to the off-line data base. It appeared that some blank lines 
in the RETLOAD JCL file were causing the problem. The lines were 
removed, and after the data base had been restored, the job was 
rerun; this time successfully. Retirements have not been done 
since last August. Some of the problems encountered might be 
attributed to this fact, since the number of contracts was much 
larger t h an u sual . Retirements are normally done once a month. 



The CONIF portion of the Detailed Design Specifications for the 
I C S/C ON I F interface has been completed. Programming on ICS/ADD, 
the procedure which wi 1 1 process the new LINE/DETAIL data, will 
begin this week. (U) 
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FARS (Federal Automated Requisitioning System). 

Modifications were made to the IFARS programs, JCL, and data files 
to enable personnel in the Interdepartmental Support Branch, 

SD/OL, to test the IFARS procedures. The IFARS procedures 
(maintained on VM) were being tested as an emergency backup to the 
FARS system (maintained on the Data General minicomputer). (U) 


Personnel in the Interdepart mental Support Branch, SD/OL, are in 
the process of retiring records from their major files to reduce 
the file sizes to a more manageable level for processing and 
backup procedures. The retirement of records should clear up the 
backup problems encountered last week with their major files.

FEDPARK (Federal Paid Parking System). A request was 
received from Joy Pearcy, the data base manager for the FEDPARK 
system, to simplify the menu and procedures for the FEDPARK 
system. The parts of the FEDPARK system that deal strictly with 
the handling of payment procedures and tracking o f paid parkin g 


are no longer required and should be eliminated.
